Wuhington, Dec. 15.— Prlday wu 

the closing day of the general debate 
on the financial bill in the house ot 
repmenUtlTM. OurtBg th« Mrljr 
hours there was less than a score ot 
Republican members on the floor, and 
the Democratic reprMentatloa waa 
almilarly thin and acattarad. Mr. Jones 
(Va.) opened tha debate In opposition 
to the bill. 

After Messrs. Rhea (Ky.) and Wil- 
liams (Ills.) ba4 IPokai|i acatnat thf 
bill the serenity ot the debate waa ua- 
•xpectedly Interrupted by a rather sen- 
sational personal clash between Mr. 
Berry and Mr. Wheeler, both Demo- 
crata ot Kentoeky. Mr. Wheeler se« 
eured recognition to question state- 
l^enta inade by Mr. Berry as to corrup- 
tion in the recent Kentucky campalgii. 

"I regret the necessity of having lo 
wash our dirty linen ot Kentuoky on 
the floor ot the bouse." said Mr. 
Wheeler, "bnt I do not propose that 
our people shall be niailgnod and s'au- 
']ert)i without a word ol protest." 

Mr. Berry sat a tew seata ahead ot 
Mr. Wheeler, and the latter addressed 
himself personally to his colleague. He 
declared that Mr. Berry represented 
neither Kentucky nor her people, and 
that the people ot his district would 
apeedily rebuke him by retiring him 
to private lite. The election ot Tav- 
loTt he said, had been bought and paid 
for, with a railroad on one side and 
the plain people on the other. Bnt. 
deaplte thla, he said, Oovemor Ooebel 
would yet be seated. 

Colonel Berry was quickly on his 
feet as Mr. Wheeler closed, and re- 
iponded savagely, peraooally and with 
much teellng. 

He said the speech Just heard wa» 
typical of the intolerance of that Ken- 
tucky element which would not brook 
any treedom ot opinion. He did not 
need the Influence of the gentleman 
or hie backere. Four timea he had 
been sent h«re, and he would return 
again. Shaking bis finger at Mr 
Wheeler, Mr. Berry exclaimed: "You 
are cringing at the feet of Ooebel, and 
I tell you that your scalp Is taken 
now by Ooebel." 

The tension over the affair was re 
Ileved at this point by a point of order 
from Representative Cox (Tenn.), who 
said: "I object to having this Ken 
tucky side show thrust into a flnan(-ial 
debate, to the ediflcation of the Repub 
lican side."

"The league regards the order is 
sued by the president on the 29th of 
May last, withdrawing several thou 
aand places from the classified service 
and relaxing the mlea Intended to pre- 
vent evasions of the law, aa the first 
unmistakeable backward step taken by 
a federal administration sinse tiia civil 
service law was passed." 



Cuban Arsenal Revealed. 
Santiago de Cuba, Dec. 16.— For 
some months, it haa been suspected 
that large quantities ot military store? 
were in the possession of Cubans at 
some point in the interior. The mayor 
of Tunia, a email town In the diatrict 
of Holguin, voluntarily discloaed the 
location and surrendered three effec- 
tive field guns, lO.OOO rifles and a Iudtg 
amount ot ammunition to the Ameri 
eana. The guna had been atored in an 
obscure place la a rough ooaatry, un- 
der palm bllada. 

Kash at Waaklngtoa. 

Washington, Dec. 15. — Judge Nash 
has had an enthusiastic welcome from 
Ohio Republicarii^ ever since his ar- 
rival. He met the Ohio senators and 
congreaamen at the capltol, and his 
rooms are filled with Ohio residents 
of Washington. He saw l^resldent Mc- 
Klnley by special appointment and 
was warmly congratulated by the 
president on the Ohio Tlctory. Judge 
Nash will remain until Sunday, be- 
cause of a big reception iu his honor 
Saturday night

— Three guards 
of the houae ot correction, located at 
Holmeaburg, a anburb of this city, 
have been forced to realfu, and three 
others have been suspended as the 
result of an Investigation concerning 
charges of syaten^atic theft at the in- 
stitutloa.

London, Dec. 16.— The war ofRce re- 
ceived an unimportant dispatch from 
General Buller, under date of Dec. 16, 
This Indirectly givea the quletua to the 

rumor of the relief of Ladysmith. 

London, Dec." 16.— There was little 
news to throw freah light on the aitu- 
ation at the seat of war. The artil- 
lery firing heard near (3o1enso Is taken 
to Indicate n preliminary to the ex- 
pected big battle. General Barton 4 
reported to have 38 guna la good posi- 
tions and the Boera are apparently 
pursuing the aame tactics aa at Mag- 
prsfonteln, not replying, with the view 
of concealing their position until the 
Infantry is brought Into play. 

It waa feared that the flrat war office 
diapateh announcing a fight at Zouts- 
pan drift, indicated that General Me- 
thuen had been forced to return to 
the Orange river. But apparently it 
only Involved a bruah with the troops 
protecting the line ot communication, 
as Zoutspan drift Is considerably 
southwest of the Orange river base. 

The war ofllce has a dispatch from 
Colonel Kakewiach dated Kimberley. 
Sunday, Dec. 10, saying: "The Boers 
have rcflttacked Kuruman and have 
again been repulsed by loyalists and 
Bechuanas. The Kimberley forces 
made a demonstration northward Dee. 
ft and drew 600 Boers and three guns. 
Fighting ensued for several hours. The 
British casualties were one man killed 
and seven wounded." 

A special dispatch received here 
from Camp Frere says that simul- 
taneously with the bombardment of 
C^olenso a furious artillery duel com- 
menced between the garrison of Lady- 
smith and the. Boers on Umbolwan hill. 

A special dispatch from Modder river 
says tiio firing reported liy a telegraph 
operator was a resumption of the fight- 
ing between General Methuea'a force 
and that ot the Boera. ^ 

The war office has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from the officer com- 
manding at Orange river Dec. ^i: 
"Part of the mounted infantry under 
Captain Bradshaw and the Yorkshires 
and Lancashlres guides, under Lieu- 
tenant McFarlane. piitrolled In the di- 
rection of Ramahand Zoutspan drift, 
about 10 miles east ot the Orange 
river, to reconnolter and report the 
strength of the enemy reported to be 
holding the drift The mounted in- 
fantry found a strong detachment of 
the enemy at the drift, and a sharp 
engagement ensued. The enemy ulti- 
mately retreated to Qoemansberg. Cap- 
tain Bradshaw and three men were 
killed; Li.^utenant GregEO- -"f the East 
Kents and t^even men ^^ wounded. 
The Boers had five men killed and sev- 
eral men were wounded." 

The following named officers of the 
Highland brigade, who were reported 
missing after the battle of Magerfon 
tein, were killed: Captain Hon. Cum 
mIng-Bruce, Captain MacFarlaae, 
Lieutenant Ramsey and Captain 
Brodle. The following subsequently 
died of their wounds: Colonel Down- 
nuin and Lieutenant Campbell.

Twenty-fourth Infantry battalion, 
reports that on the 7th he had an ea 
gagement at the Junction of Magat and 
Rio Orande rivers, Isabella province, 
the enemy leaving tour dead and five 
fatally wounded in trenches. Our 
loss was one drowned and four wound- 
ed. Says he is In need of clothing 
provision and money. Young, at Ban 
qui, northwestern Luton, reports that 
his troops are still pursuing the rem- 
nant of the Insurgents, who have 23 
American prisoners in their posses 
sion. Country exceedingly rough. Our 
men are without shoea." 



Alleged Official Report. 
Pretoria, Dec 11.— (Delayed.)— The 
following official announcement haa 
been made: "General Cronje reporta 
that on Dec. 11 there was desultory 
fighting till 6 o'clock, when heavy can- 
noa fire waa reaumed. The Beaadlna- 
vians stormed a difficult position, but 
it became untenable, and they suffered 
severely. 1 was unable to send help. 
The British were in overwhelming 
force, but must have had at leaat 2,000 
men put out of action either la killed 
or wounded. 

"The British wore greatly assisted 
by balloons. Twenty-four ambulancea 
were working backward and forward 
between the fighting line and the eae- 
my's camp. Our lose la not deilMtaly 
known. I eatUpaM U «t 100 ^lUad aad 
wounded." 

Macruin About to Sail.

Mr. W. Stanley 
HolUs, the United StatM consul here, 
win assume the duties ot Mr. Macrum's 
office until the arrival of the latter't 
■ucceasor. 

Washington, Dec. 16.— The president 
nominated Edwin V. Morgaa of New 
York to be secretary of the legation of 
the United Butea at Seoul, Korea. 



Diamond Field Discovered. 
Sault Ste. Marie., Mich., Dec. 15.— It 
Is reported that a diamond field has 
been dlsrovered in the wilds between 
Michipietoten and Port Arthur. The 
precise location Is kept a profound se 
cret The discovery waa made last 
summer by an expert from Kimberley. 
who made an exploring tour. A form- 
ation was found precisely similar to 
that of the Kimberley field. In the 
opinion ot the diamond expert, the 
precloua atonea uadoubtedly exist 
there. 

Huge Cargo of Sugar. 

Philadelphia. Dec. 16.— What is prob- 
ably the largest cargo of sugar which 
has ever arrived here on a single ves- 
sel came on the British steamship In 
dra from Sumarang. It conaista of 
7,926 tons of cane sugar, and Is val- 
ued at over $.'00,000. The freight due 
the vessel is over $60,000 and the duty 
due the government oa the cargo will 
be over li.'io.ooo. 

liroker Kxpelled. 
New York, Dec. 15.— Washington 
Oalbraith was found guilty ot "obvl' 
oua fraud" by the board of directors 
of the Consolidated Stock and Petro- 
leum Exchange and was expelled from 
membership. The fundamental offen.se 
was sending out clrculara ot the 
Franklin syndicate character after the 
offices of the ezchaac* luul prohibited 
such practice. 

Father Patterson Dead. 
New York. Dee. 1.").— Rev. David 
Jameson Patterson, 88, pastor of the 
Second United Preabyterlaa church of 
Brooklya, la dead at his home la that 
borough. He was licensed as a preacher 
In 1S4G. and traveled on horsebai 
from Chicago through Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Iowa, New York and Vermont 
To hia Brooklyn congregation he waa 
known aa "Father Patteraon."

Washington, Dec. 15.— The Repub- 
lican national committee met here to 
select the place ot meeting of the aext 

Republican national convention. Chair- 
man Hanna presided, and prior to the 
op( u .seusiou. at which the claims of 
the various candidate citlea were pre- 
sented, a brief executive aeaaloa waa 
held. 

The executive session of the com- 
mittee was very brief, and consisted in 
calling the roll, the adoption of the 
order of busineaa, and the adoptfcm ot 
a resolution In memory ot Vice Praal- 
dent Hobart. 

The delegates from the different 
cities were then invited in to present 
their claims. An hour waa accorded 
to each city. The first city heard was 
Chicago, for which Samuel Raymond 
made the opening address. Mr. Ray- 
mond said that every one knew the 
facilities which Chicago possessed la 
the way of hotels, rallroada and tele- 
graph. 

St. Louis' claims were presented, 
former Mayor Walbridge making the 
speech. He said that they did not have 
a large delegation, "having left some 
of our people at home." This refer- 
ence to the large delegations from 
Other states was received with laugh- 
ter. Mr. Walbridge said that the facil- 
ities tor holding the convention were 
superior to those of 1896. He spoke In 
behalf al lMi^ Bepubllcaaa ot Mia- 
sourl. 

New York was then called. When 
introduced. Senator Depew was greeted 
with tremendous cheers. He spoke at 
length on the ailvantages of Nf.v ^ ni k 
as a convention city. Mr. Depew s 
references to the unanimity of the 
party aa to candidate and platform 
were received with great enthuaiaam. 
and hia witty aalllea kept the delegatea 
in a roar. . 

When Pennsylvania was reached in 
the list, Mr. S. P. Shields, chairman ot 
the campaign committee of Philadel- 
phia, presented the claims of the City 
of Brotherly Love. There was, he 
said, no contest for the presidency. It 
would be a disgrace to suggest any 
nam'e but that ot McKlnley. 

Mayor Samuel H. Ashhridge was 
then Introduced and was given a rous- 
ing reception. He made a strong pre- 
sentation of the clalma and attractlona 
of Philadelphia. 

During the meeting Ot the committee 
Cyrus Loland of Kansas offered a reso- 
lution, which went over under the 
rules, petitioning congress to "reduce 
the representation In the house of rep- 
resentatives of congress In any state 
which lias In force laws denying to 
any of the male inhabitants or in any 
way abridging the right to vote,' aa 
provided In the constitution." 

After the presentation of the clalma 
of the four cities wr.s conipb^ted. the 
(oramlttee, upon tlie sui;; i tiou of 
Chairman Hanna, took a tGce&n until 
S:80. Chairman Hanna announced 
that there would be further opportun- 
ity to present arguu^ents upon the 
( iioice of the coaveaUoa city la ex- 
ecutive aessioa. 

Tuesday, June 10, 1000, was the date 
finally decided upon by the committee . 
for holding the next Republican na- 
tional convention. 

Philadelphia was aelected as the 
place for holding the coaveatloa, the 
final vote being Philadelphia U, Chi- 
cago 24.

An eclipse of the moon this evening is 
promised for those parts of North Amer- 
ica and Europe where the weather is 
iavorable for observation. 

The first encroschment of the earth's 
shadow on tbe lunar disk should occur 
at 0c45 o'clock, seventy-fifth meridian 
time. But it will probably be ten or 
lifteen later before the outline of the 
moon is perceptibly afftcted. The 
shadow will creep further and farther 
onto the moon until at 8:20 o'crlock the 
greatest degree of obscuration will be 
reached. •• 

The astronomers speak of this eclipse 
as ' partial," t ecsuse only 99 6-1000 of 
the surface will be hidden, according to 
their calculation^. But, inasmncb as 
that 4-1000 is an exceedingly small frac 
4ion, it may be aseamed that no one 
■without a powerful glass could sea tbe 
very thin line left uncovered. To sll ap 
pearances the cclipsf w ill be a total one 
for a few minutes, just before and just 
after &26 o'clock. 

Tha shadow will then slowly pass off, 
and at IO:0*i o'durk the moon will be al 
together clea i

State CommisjUonar of Agricnltara 
Moore, in his montlily report Just issued, 
says: 

"Replies wara reosivad thig month from 
142 correspondiSBti^ rapraaantipg Vf^ 

counties. 

"Wheat— The favorable weather oi 
Novambar baa advanced the oonditions 
of wheat from ninety-seven on Noveo^- 
ber let to 104 on December 1st. Thsaa 
estimataa are azdoaiva of the oountias 
oompoaing the sootheasteni seetion, 
where little attention is given to wheat 
growing. The average condition for the 
western seetion is lOfi, for tha oentral 
102. The improvement is most marked 
iu those counties reporting, an average 
or below average condition laat montb. 
Very (pw of the counties where the con- 
dition was phenomenally high in last re- 
port show an increase in condition. 

"Tba earliaat wheat ia gaaatally in- 
fested with fty, the damage in some in- 
stances amounting to total loss. This, 
however, will have little effect on acre- 
age, aa raaowing has bean the rale. It 
is estimated that 13 per cent of the acre- 
age in the central sections is damaged by 
fly and other inaecta, while in tha wast* 
ern section but 8 par cant, of the 
age is affected. 

"The growth of tha plafit, whara free 
from insect peets, is very rank, and gras' 
ing is being generally reeorted to to pre- 
vent it reaching a stage where dattiaga 
by freexing is likely to result. 

"In summing up the prospects we feel 
justified in saying that notwithstanding 
the injufy from insects the Stato has 
seldom presented, in one crop, so many 
conditions which presage a large yield. 
The acreage is considerably above an 
average, the plant ia wall rooted and 
prepared to withstaad thi vicissitudes 
of the approaching mlntar; the physical 
condition of the soH ia tha beet, and 
tbis, with the long drouth of the past 
summer, renders available those ele- 
ments of plant food which ara ordinarily 
locked up beyond its reach. 

"Oom.— Tha com crop is hooaad in 
good condition so far as concerns damage 
ainoe tha crop has Daatured. Tha general 
tenor of reporta ia that tha yield ia disap- 
pointing and we are of the opinion that 
the moderate estimate of 21.4 as the 
average yield, made October 1st, is too 
high. Mtich complaint is also made on 
score of quality, 'light and chaffy,' 'loose 
on cob' and 'oontaining aa oaosual 
amount of small corn,' being the terms 
most frequently used in speaking of 
quality. The quality compared with 
average years is 70 per cent. The aver- 
age price is 37c per bushel. On Decem- 
ber 1st, 1898, the price was 28c. 

"Live Stock.— Notwithstanding the ad- 
vanced season pastures have revived 
wonderfully sinc e the breaking up of the 
drouth. The effect is shown in an im- 
proved condition of live stock. Until at 
this time very nearly an average condi- 
tion is presented. The average for the 
variooa clasass is as follows: Borset' 
Dti ; cattle, (T4 ; sheep, 95 ; hogs. 02 Both 
feeding and stock hogs continue bcarce, 
except in those counties containing a 
large acreage of forest. Here the abund- 
ant "mast" is supplementing the corn 
crop to Bucb an extent that the number 
is on the incraaaa rather than otherwise, 
and are being sobsistad on this product 
alone. It is also true that practically all 
reports of hog cholera come from these 
otherwise favored sections. 

"The very favorable season for fall 
plowing has been improved, and much 
of this work which would oatta next 
spring is being done now. Farmers gen- 
erally have their work well in hand, and 
while crops have been below rather than 
above the average in yield there is still, 
to an unusual extent, a feeling of satis- 
faction with past results and confidence 
in tha agricultural proaparity gf the fu- 
ture. 

"This issue concludes the monthly re- 
port of this year and my term. I dasira 
to thank oorreapoadants, not on^ for 
their faithfulness during the past year, 
but also during tha four years of our 
joint laboia. I baspaak for my snc- 
cesBor the same promptness and efficien- 
cy with which you have served me."
